Your Committee submits cheerfully the following, as his 
report of the condition of the Common Schools in 
Cornish. 

The past year there have been 30 Schools, taught in 15 
districts. ‘The number of pupils, attending more than two 
weeks, is 302. We have received the services of 25 teach- 
ers, 22 female and 3 male. Two were beginners. We 
have retained the services of 11 who taught in town last 
year—5 going to their old schools. ‘There has been 
some progress compared with last year, still there is need 
of great improvement, not as much in any one thing but in 
all things that influence the progress and success of our 
public schools. 

The appended statistical table gives the names of the 
Prudential Committees, teachers, length of schools in 
weeks, the whole and average attendance in terms, the 
amount of money received by the districts, the wages of 
teachers per month including board, number of visitors, 
visits of Superintending and Prudential committees, and 
the number of different scholars attending in the districts 
during the year. Other particulars will be mentioned, as 
follows. 
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: 

No. 1. (Batrocn’s) Miss Sara H. Mironern and Her- 
BERT Demina, Teachers—Summer Term. Visiting this 
sehool, the first of the term, I noticed the gucetness of the 
teacher, her methods of instruction and the fair working 
habits of the scholars. What was learned was well 
learned. Four scholars from No. 15 attended this school, 
receiving its advantages and increasing its interest. I was 
absent when this school closed but I believe the progress 
was satisfactory. 

Winter Term.—At each visit the order was good. Mr. 
Deming is a Jaborious and kind-hearted teacher who went to 
school to work. At the examination, the classes appeared 
well. First class in Arithmetic and Grammar, very well, 
Here we found some of the best scholars in town. 


No. 2. (“ Azove tHE Bripgs.”) Miss Jennie L. Jack- 
son, Miss Marra Ciement and Grorece L, Demina, teach- 
ers. This is one of the most desirable schools in town. 
Between teachers and pupils there is always a good under- 
standing, which is equally praiseworthy for both. ‘The past 
year, there have been three terms of 10, 10 and 11 weeks. 
The Summer and Fall terms were very pleasant for teach- 
ers and scholars. ‘This district is without feuds, and gives 
the teacher a hearty support. The closing examinations 
were satisfactory. 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr. Deming, an excel- 
lent and practical teacher. ‘The classes were carefully 
trained. The closing exercises spirited. Webster’s Dic- 
tionary laid on the table for reference by scholars and 
teacher. A Map of the World and a Map of the U.S. also 
a township Map of Vt. and N. H. were freely used in the 
geographical recitations. ; 

No. 3. (“Srepnen A. Tracy’s”) Miss Harrie J. Hin- 
DReETH, teacher. ‘The scholars and instructor have shown 
an unusual interest in their studies. The parents told me 
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* our children have learned first rate.’ This school, in com- 
position writing, ranks first in town. 


No. 4. (‘‘ Dinaveron.”) Miss Emma L. York, teacher. 
This school has some very good scholars. The teacher 
lacked in energy and love for school work. I did not note 
the progress essential to a highly successful school. 


No. 5. (‘‘Freuman Huaains.”) Miss Netire KE. Mor- 
GAN and Miss Hannan T. Demina, teachers—Summer 
term. This was Miss Morgan’s third term in this district. 
She makes teaching a business and means ¢o earn the posi- 
tion of a first class instructor. The same good order, and 
good progress in the different branches, and warm affection 
of the pupils, were noted as in the previous year. 

Fall Term was taught by Miss Deming. Her scholars 
at once partook of her earnestness and enthusvasm and began 
school work with a will. ‘The different branches of study 
were pursued with great success. A good number of pa- 
rents proved their interest, by their presence at both exam- 
inations. This school has the benefit of four successful 
terms. 


No. 6. (“Tae Fuar’) Miss Marton Westaate and 
JostaH Davis, teachers. 

Summer Term.—Miss Westgate brings to the school- 
room experience and rare ability. A¢ once, she is at home 
with her pupils and they are at home with her. The same 
success characterized this term as her last year’s work. 

Winter term was taught by Josiah Davis of Plainfield, 
I see by the school register, he had 47 different scholars— 
too many for one teacher in a mixed school. His order 
was good—the classes that received proper time and atten- 
tion, made commendable progress. Wothout assistance Mr. 
Davis was unable to do near the amount of work that the 
scholars might justly claim. Some, under the circumstances, 
were unavoidably neglected. ‘This district needs a build- 
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ing with two rooms, which should be used when success re- 
quires. The school house must be built soon, why not this 
Spring ? 

No. 7. (‘Tue Center”) Mrs, Hartiz A, Harrineton, 
teacher. Both terms were under her charge. There has 
been a steady and perceptible advance from the beginning 
to the close of her labors. She has no hobbies, but carries 
all her school work squarely forward. One young man told 
me—‘T never went to such a good school till I came 
here.’ The teacher reports six who have not whispered 
without leave. The full attendance of the citizens at the 
closing examination, was highly satisfactory. 

No. 8. (“ Gowarps’”’) Miss Hannan T. Demine and An- 
qiz I}. WeLp, teachers. 

Summer Term.—This school enjoyed the services of i 
Deming three terms. She has the talent to inspire her 
scholars with cheerfulness and enthusiasm. I noted good 
improvement, 

Fall Term.—Miss Weld’s literary qualifications were ex- 
cellent. At each of my visits 1 found her doing a good 
work. Scholars and teacher merit praise. 


No. 9. (“Town Hovsz.”) Nenu L. Jackson and 
Hannau T. Demin, teachers. 

Summer term, of 8 weeks, was taught by Miss J ackson. 
The order was good—teacher and scholars appeared cheerful 
and happy. Fair progress in the studies. 

Winter term.—A good addition of large scholars. All 
that has been said of Miss Deming in Dawes No. 5 and 8 
is true here. 


No. 10. (‘ Epminsrer.”) Miss Luztta Freeman, 
teacher. Miss Freeman did well. In points of order and 
thoroughness, some deficiency. Rare talents in this school, 
Your children are worthy of a good school house. At once, 
repair or build. 
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No. 11. “Tue Crry.”) Mary A. Batpwin, Ciara B. 
SNERBURNE, teachers. 

The committee secured for the 3d term the services of 
Miss Baldwin. ‘In her even way, she carried forward the 
work faithfully commenced last year. Harmony and order 
prevailed. ; 

Fall term.—Was taught by Miss Sherburne. Her school 
was a success. ‘The scholars had a clear understanding 
of the branches pursued. All were satisfied. This district 
has the benefit of four prosperous terms. 


No. 12. (‘ Poppysquash.”) Miss Lizzie V. Crarx. 
Miss Clark is a worker —always finds enough to do; she 
devotes all her time to,the school—not only the six hours, 
but her evenings and mornings; she goes to school full of 
prepared matter for her scholars, she instructs in the branches, 
and gives oral instruction freely. A live teacher and live pupils 
will succceed. 


No. 138. (‘' Norman A. Demtna’s.”) Miss Martiz J. 
Hartow and Miss Jennte E. Marston, Teachers. 

Both were beginners—and pursued. their tasks with en- 
ergy. Rarely will a beginner in such a school do as success- 
ful work. ‘There. is a report, that the good people of this 
district will provide a comfortable place for their children 
before another term of school. It will be a better invest- 
ment than railroads or bank stocks. 

No. 14. (Hempyarp.”) No school. 

No. 15. (“Joun M. Roov’s.”) Marriz E. Mircnett, 
Teacher. Being absent I failed to visit this school. Doubt- 
less the teacher and scholars did credit to themselves. 


No. 16. (‘ Trxas.”) Miss Netuiz M. Jackson and 
Miss Emity Leayirr, teachers. 

Miss Jackson was a thorough scholar ; but failed in winning 
the confidence and esteem of her pupils. Her labors were 
not appreciated by the district. 
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Winter term, taught by Miss Leavittt, was a sucess. 
She is a teacher of the first class; so familiar with all the 
branches, that she scarcely used a f¢ezt-book. Nothing 
omitted. The worth of sach a school cannot be estimated. 

A private school was taught in the Fall, in district No 1, 
by Miss Marion Westaate. It afforded great privileges to 
the young people of Cornish. Such schools cannot be too 
highly commended. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

There is great need of uniformity. This has been se- 
cured in part, by encouraging the use of Cornell’s series, 
where others were used. Buy only Cornell’s geography, 
and in 1 or 2 terms we shall have but one series. Our 
Readers and Arithmetics need like treatment. We must 
have a new Speller, the old one is out of print. Some 
thing ought to be done in Grammar—either select the best 
one in use, and make it uniform, or introduce a new one. 

TEACHERS, 


We want systematic instruction in Primary and Common 
school branches. This you can give by careful preparation 
daily. The teacher, who does the most studying in the 
school branches, especially in the elements, affords practical 
instruction. Do you wish to fill up your scholars. Keep full 
yourselves, 

Parents and citizens, help your teachers—always up hill, 
never down. .
